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Owners of Parcels 3<S*4 Want R-T (townhouse) 
Zoning; MNCPPC Prefers R-80 (single family)

Parcels 3 and 4 should be 
“rezoned to R-80” according 
to the Technical Staff Report 
of the Maryland National- 
Capital Park and Planning 
Commission (MNCPPC) dated 
January 25, 1980. “There is 
a need to provide a proper bal¬ 
ance of housing types in a 
planning community that re¬ 
flects consideration of the 
unique and historic character 
of the community,” reasoned 
the staff in recommending sin¬ 
gle family development rather 
than townhouses for the 10.2 
acres. 

The owners of the land (Bur¬ 
ton J. Reiner, Theodore N. Ler- 
ner, and H. Max Ammerman, 
Trustees) had requested rezoning 
from the present R-R zone (rural 
residential) to R-T (town- 
houses—10 units per acre) for the 
two parcels which lie on either 
side of Research Road between 
Greenbelt Homes and the north¬ 
ern border of Greenbelt, 

The Greenbelt - College Park 
Master Plan of March 1969 pro¬ 
poses that Parcel 3 remain sin¬ 
gle family (R-80) and Parcel 4 
be developed with townhouses 
(R-T). 

The report of the technical 
staff now goes to the Planning 
Board. At its February 7 meet¬ 
ing the Planning Board is ex¬ 
pected to decide whether to sup¬ 
port the recommendation of its 
technical staff and pass the re¬ 
zoning application directly to the 
District Council or, if not, then 
have it placed or> a future agenda, 
for Planning Board consideration. 

The application for rezoning, 
which was referred to the city 
by MNCPPC a year ago, aroused 
considerable anxiety among the 
residents of Greenbelt’s North 
End. Several neighborhood meet¬ 
ings were held which resulted in 
a petition drive opposing town- 
house zoning and favoring single 
family development. The city 


council, its two advisory boards 
and the board of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., also reacted unfav¬ 
orably to the rezoning petitions. 
On March 12 council called for 
development of single family 
houses and directed its staff to 
prepare arguments opposing 
townhouse zoning. By then, more 
than 950 residents had signed pe¬ 
titions opposing R-T zoning. 

The Report 

The Technical Staff apparently 
agreed with Greenbelt’s concern 
over the imbalance of housing 
types, in particular the lack of 
single family housing within the 
community. 

While the Technical Staff 
members found R-T zoning argu¬ 
able, in the end they rejected its 
use and called for R-80 because 
“it is the only zone which meets 
the test of all applicable criteria.” 
The report listed the reasons: 
(1) “The change in character of 
the neighborhood . . . has been 
toward single - family detached 
zones. (2) The Master Plan rec¬ 
ommends the R-80 zone” for Par¬ 
cel 3. (3) The sites are bordered 
by single family detached zoning 
on three sides. (4) “R-80 zone is 
compatible with existing adja¬ 
cent development and the neigh¬ 
borhood (5) will offer ... a land 
use transition from the adjacent 
townhouses to the Beltsville Ag 
ricultural Research Center 
(BARC), and (6) will not gener¬ 
ate traffic which would lower ex¬ 
isting service levels.” 

The applicant, in requesting 
R-T, called R-80 zoning for Par¬ 
cel 3 “impractical,” since most of 
the recent development in the 
surrounding area, they claimed, 
has been “single-family attached 
dwellings.” 

The Technical Staff took some 
issue with that claim, noting that 
the “neighborhood” consisted of 
a much larger area, which in¬ 
cluded many single-family de¬ 
tached homes, while the appli¬ 
cant used only a small “neighbor¬ 
hood,” which did not include such 
homes. 


Referral Responses 

MNCPPC automatically refers 
rezoning petitions to other af¬ 
fected agencies. Following are 
some of the comments received. 

Greenbelt’s Recommendation 

A November 20 letter from 
James K. Giese, city manager of 
Greenbelt, indicates that the 
Greenbelt City Council recom¬ 
mends R-80 zoning for both par¬ 
cels. “Rezoning to the R-T zone 
is not consistent with the objec¬ 
tives of the City Council to re¬ 
duce the density of residential 
development and provide a bet¬ 
ter balance of housing units with¬ 
in the city . . . There is a great 
need to increase the city’s stock 
of free standing homes. On the 
other hand the city’s stock of row 
houses is more than adequate and 
its stock of rental apartments is 
excessive.” 

Greenbelt’s Housing Stock 

Units Pet. 

Garden apartments 5,400 70.1 

Row houses . . 1,800 23.4 

Free standing homes 500 6.5 

Others 

The Board of Education noted 
that the three schools serving the 
area — North End Elementary, 
Mary Bethune Junior High and 
Eleanor Roosevelt Senior High- 
are “operating at far less than 
capacity.” 

MNCPPC's Community Plans 
section recommended denial of 
the application until the Master 
Plan is updated (scheduled for 
this year or next). It questioned 
(1) whether “continued develop¬ 
ment of higher density housing 
types is beneficial to the Plan¬ 
ning Area” and (2) what ”the 
impact (would be) of this devel¬ 
opment upon BARC, which has 
not always benefitted from pre¬ 
vious land use decisions made on 
their periphery.” 

The property lies partially 
within Systems VI (no sewer and 
water within the next 10 years) 
and partially within Systems I 
(water and sewer available im 
mediately). 


P.G. Planning Board Approves Preliminary Plans 
For Windsor Green, Ballfield To Be Completed

The Prince Georges County 


Planning Board on January 10 
approved with conditions the 
preliminary plan for subdivi¬ 
sion of the balance of Glen 
Ora (Windsor Green Town- 
house development). In 
granting approval the Board 
stipulated that the developer 
must complete the ball field on 
the adjacent school board pro¬ 
perty to the satisfaction of the 
Director of the Parks and 
Recreation Department (PA- 
RD) of the Maryland National 
Capital Park and Planning 
Commission (MNCPPC) and 
adhere to a memorandum from 
PARD and the Urban Design 
Division’s recommendations. 


Representing the city at the 
hearing were Councilman 
Charles Schwan and City 
Manager James K, Giese. 

Although members of the Plan¬ 
ning Board were sympathetic to 
improving the ballfield, they were 
not receptive to the city's appeal 
for mandatory dedication of 
parkland. At the time land is 
subdivided, the board has the op¬ 
tion of imposing mandatory ded¬ 
ication cf acreage for park and 
open space or of accepting a fee 
in lieu of land dedication. An¬ 
other alternative open to the 
Board is to enter into a Recrea¬ 
tion Facilities agreement with the 
developer. This was done in the 
case of Windsor Green. Under 
this agreement, the developer 
must provide tot lots, a commu¬ 
nity house, five tennis courts, 


swimming pool, basketball courts, 
jogging trails and picnic areas. 

In presenting the city’s posi¬ 
tion, Schwan said council ques¬ 
tions “whether the commission 
really obtains facilities which 
would not otherwise be provided 
by the developer if no agreement 
existed.” Such facilities, he con 
tinued, “are for the private bene 
fit of the residents of the sub¬ 
division and do not accrue to 
the general benefit of the pub 
lie . . . Our experience with the 
Glen Ora development indicates 
inadequate Commission staff and 
procedures to properly adminis¬ 
ter facility agreements.” 

George 'Brugger, attorney for 
developers Rozansky and Kay, 
argued that the facilities con 
tained in the recreation agree-

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Paying for Oil 

To the Editor: 

It’s a shame that GHI members 
couldn’t vote on the price of oil. 
Surely we would not have allowed 
oil prices to double. Unfortu¬ 
nately, no one allowed us that 
privilege. 

Now that GHI members have 
been given the privilege of voting 
against the proposed 1980 budget, 
how do they propose to pay for 
the oil to heat their homes? If 
oil was delivered directly to each 
member, the oil company would 
expect payment regardless of 
what percentage the increase was 
over last year’s price. 

We are all frustrated by the 
effects of inflation, but oil price 
increases should not be used to 
blame GHI for mismanagement. 
We must face reality (just as we 
do everyday at the gas pump and 
the supermarket); if we want oil 
to heat our homes and provide 
hot water this winter we have to 
pay the asking price. How can 
we expect it to be otherwise? 

PEPCO charges a fuel rate to 
cover the increase in oil prices 
without raising their base elec¬ 
tricity rates. Perhaps GHI will 
have to resort to a similar meth¬ 
od to cover the cost of fuel with 
out raising monthly charges. In 
effect it would raise our monthly 
payments, but the funds would 
be specifically for fuel. I don’t 
like the thought of higher rates 
any more than anyone else. But 
the issue remains: How do we 
expect to have heat and hot wa¬ 
ter without paying for the oil?

Pesperate Position 

As Aristotle pointed out, the 
affirmative may rebut, so I shall 
respond to Ms. Betty Denson’s 
comments on my letter. 

Neither Ms. Denson nor I know 
whether I twisted facts when I 
doubted that the majority of GHI 
members wish to see the value 
of their houses decline because 
we may not have enough money 
to provide year-round hot water, 
may have to turn the heat off 
by the first of April, and will not 
be able to keep the green areas 
in an attractive condition. I do 
know that the homeowners are 
appalled at the cost of heat and 
housing, but I am not convinced 
chat the majority believe that 
GUI's refusing to pay bills will 
lower prices. 

I object to her assumption that 
I ^ast a blind eye to the $30,000 
fertilizer affair. It is merely that 
I wish to wait to learn from the 
investigating committee whether 
this was an act of stupidity or 
of criminality. She also wants 
me to “rise up in wrath” about 
4 tires, 30 gallons of gasoline, and 
some other items that she says 
disappeared without the police 
having been called in. I can’t 
rise in wrath because the police 
in fact were called at once. 

Most of all I object to her im ¬ 
plying that I am part of “a group 
of spendthrifts and empire build¬ 
ers.” I am sincerely concerned 
that we ere setting ourselves up 
for bankruptcy, if not for even 
worse. Let’s face it: 72% of what 
is collected in monthly charges 
does NOT go to salaries, admin¬ 
istration, or maintenance and 
heating services. It goes to pay 
for, above all, the oil to heat the 
houses, for taxes, garbage pickup, 
water and sewage, fire insurance, 
and electricity to keep the fur 
naces going. These costs are go¬ 
ing up. The membership at the 
meeting refused to pay for the 
increases in these bills. That does 
not make the taxes and other 
items go away, 

I can remember what happened 
to people who didn’t pay their 
taxes during the Depression: 
their houses were sold from un¬ 
der them. Electricity got turned 
off. I don't want to be without 
hot water from early March to 
November. How much will my 
house be worth if a prospective 
buyer learns that bathwater has 
to be heated on the kitchen stove 
six months of the year? 

We are in a desperate position 
and ought not to be smugly con¬ 
gratulating ourselves because we 
kept charges down. This year we 
will pay taxes only because we 
have cut maintenance and other 
services by 30%, but next year 
the situation will be even worse.

time could trigger off lawsuits. 

Bali Field 

The City Council, the Advisory 
Planning Board and the Park 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
have all pointed out that the ball 
field does not now meet proper 
standards. They cite the lack of 
fine grading and seeding and the 
relocation of the backstop in such 
a way as to interfere with the 
soccer-football field, (The back¬ 
stop was relocated when home- 
owners protested it was too close 
to homes.) 

Earlier the developers had pro¬ 
posed a compromise: they would 
do more clearing and rough 
grading and the city would fine 
grade and relocate the backstop. 
Council objected to the city's 
participation. 

Speaking at the hearing for the 
Windsor Green Homeowners As¬ 
sociation, board member Ed Pu- 
tens said the ballfield and man¬ 
datory dedication of land would 
impact adversely on the devel¬ 
opment. “They are not needed," 
Putens said. “(The) present use 
(of the ballfield) is not by resi¬ 
dents of Windsor Green," he said, 
but from other developments 
outside the city limits. (Home- 
owners) have expressed concern 
about availability, accessibility to 
and from the field . . 

The design of our commu¬ 
nity," he argued, “does not lend 
itself to public use of land adja¬ 
cent to or near our community. 
Too often . . . parkland is abused, 
misused and improperly main 
tained or becomes a haven for 
idle teenagers, (We) fear the 
safety of our community which 
(we) now enjoy will be jeopar¬ 
dized." 

Putens told the News Review 
he was generally satisfied with 
the Planning Board’s actions. 

Pathways 

Council will probably be pleased 
with its batting average. The 
developer must complete the soc¬ 
cer-football field to meet proper 
standards. The city’s recommen¬ 
dations on interior pathways and 
tennis courts are also expected to 
be carried out. 

Council had requested that the 
pathway system in Windsor 
Green connect the central recre¬ 
ation facilities to all areas of the 
development. The planned road 
system does not provide outlying 
residents with convenient access 
to these facilities. Council also 
proposed that “all tennis courts 
planned for the central recreation 
facility should be constructed as 
a single complex for the purpose 
of ease of control and efficiency 
for lighting." 

As recommended by the city, 
the latest revision of the plan 
orients over 200 townhouses to 
face north or south for heating 
and cooling energy conservation. 

The Planning Board’s approval 
of the preliminary plan for sub¬ 
division was conditioned on Ur¬ 
ban Design’s recommendations 
for “unrestricted access" from the 
rear of the townhouses and (2) 
landscaping between parking lots 
and streets (Morrison, Harring¬ 
ton and Ora Glen), When fully 
constructed, there will be 642 
townhouses in Windsor Green 
development.

$100,000 Fire Injures Four

A local firefighter and three others were injured when a 
fire causing $100,000 damage in building contents and struc¬

When the firefighters arrived 
at 11:24 p.m. they saw fire pour¬ 
ing out of the windows of the 
third floor apartments. The fire 
started in a bedroom where ac¬ 
cidental ignition of smoking ma¬ 
terials started the blaze accord¬ 
ing to the fire department re¬ 
port. Fire units from 11 area 
fire stations were needed to fight 
the blaze, Captain Goodman told 
the News Review. Units re¬ 
mained on the scene until 3:31

A resident couple was seriously 
injured when they attempted to 
escape the flames from the rear 
balcony- Linda Howie, 31, was 
sent to Prince Georges General 
Hospital for treatment of first 
and second degree burns on her 

left hand, arm and shoulder. 


January 24. 

Robert Howie, 33, had second de¬ 
gree burns over 17% of his body 
and first degree burns over the 
rest. He was sent to the Burn 
Unit at the Washington Hospital 
Center, 

Greenbelt firefighter Captain 
Albert E, Davis, 29, who suffered 
second degree burns on his right 
shoulder and on both hands was 
sent to nearby Prince Georges 
Doctor’s Hospital. A second fire¬ 
fighter, John Fedorshik, 18, from 
West Lanham Hills Station No. 
2. was also sent to Doctor’s Hos¬ 
pital for smoke inhalation treat¬ 
ment. 

Two families were displaced by 
the fire. No change has been re¬ 
ported in the condition of the 
injured persons. 


WSSC Water Main 
Nearing Completion 

by Virginia Beauchamp 

Now nearing completion is 
the first portion of the Wash¬ 
ington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission (WSSC) Water 
Project 80 to be laid within 
the Greenbelt city limits. This 
is part of a 24 mile-long 96” 
water main that will ultimate¬ 
ly connect the WSSC Potomac 
Plant on River Rd. in Bethes- 
da with a termination at Cen¬ 
tral Ave, in southern Prince 
Georges County. 

The Greenbelt section now 
nearly finished parallels the Belt- 
way just to the north, starting 
near U.S. 1 and crossing the 
Springhill Lake North property. 
At present a final portion, being 
constructed by District Associ¬ 
ates, is being brought under Ken¬ 
ilworth Avenue. 

Still pending is final design 
for the next section, which will 
impact upon the Lake Park and 
Parcel 15. The city has already 
received an amount in the neigh¬ 
borhood of $11,000 for a right- 
cf-way on city owned park land. 
Still being negotiated is a settle¬ 
ment with the owners of Parcel 
15. 

Originally designed to be laid 
directly against the Beltway at 
this location, the right-of-way 
has since been moved eastward 
in order to leave a buffer of trees 
between the highway and the 
private homes planned for Parcel 
15 beyond Charlestowne North, 
the highrise apartment building. 
A street providing access to those 
homes was planned to be built 
over the water main. The same 
buffer of trees will be preserved 


along the city park land. 

From Parcel 15 the pipeline 
will move somewhat west be¬ 
tween the American Legion 
building and the Beltway, where 
it will cross under Greenbelt 
Road. From there it will parallel 
the road along the Lutheran 
Church property and then swing 
south to the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway, which it will 
intersect just north of the Belt- 
way exit ramp. An agreement 
with the church is almost com¬ 
plete, but negotiations are still 
pending with both federal and 
state officials for a right-of-way 
under the Parkway. State offi¬ 
cials are involved because the 
Parkway will be taken under 
state jurisdiction in the near fu¬ 
ture. 

The next section east, from 
the Parkway to Good Luck Road 
to Princess Garden Parkway to 
Spring Street to Route 450. is 
already in place. The main will 
increase water supplies to south 
(rn Prince Georges County.

School Committee Looks 
At Racial Projections

According to a study designed to project percentages of 
black and white elementary students, if these students attended 
schools in their own neighborhoods the racial composition of 
Greenbelt’s North End and Center schools would change drama¬ 
tically. North End would drop from 60.4 to 1.7 percent black; 
Center would drop from 43.4 to 13.0 percent. Springhill Lake 
would also change, but less. Enrollment there would drop 
from 36.1 percent black to 24.8 percent. 

The study was prepared by the percent black students; nineteen 


county school system's staff and 
presented to the Citizens Advi 
sory Committee on Busing at its 
meeting on January 21. The com 
mittee had asked the staff to de¬ 
velop the study in order to com 
pare current racial percentages 
with those that fall naturally 
from the racial composition of 
the neighborhoods surrounding 
county elementary schools. Thai 
is, the study presents the ideal 
in terms of having a minimum 
number of children bused the 
minimum of distance to school. 

But the projection is far from 
ideal in terms of racial compo¬ 
sition. Fifteen schools would 
have enrollments of less than 10 


schools would be more than 90 
percent black. Still, at present 
only 69 of the 145 county elemen 
tary schools fall within the 1972 
federal desegregation order re 
quiring 10 to 50 percent black 
enrollment. 

The committee will use the fig¬ 
ures on current enrollments and 
the projected neighborhood 
school figures as tools for design 
ing a plan to reduce busing but 
restore racial balances, although 
new percentage guidelines will 
have to be set in view of the 
overall 49.2 percent black enroll 
ment in county elementary 
schools. 

Otis Ducker, vice-chairman of 


the committee, emphasized that 
“utilization” of schools will alst 
have to be considered. Emersor 
Markham, chairman of the com 
mittee, said the PTA is expected 
to recommend to the school board 
that elementary schools with 
fewer than 300 students be closed 
(an expected 15 schools), both to 
improve utilization and to savi 
money. 

Ducker also suggested thai 
members of the committee con 
sider the data presented with 
black percentages from about 25 
to about 75 percent in mind. At 
its meeting on January 28 the 
committee divided into groups 
representing the northern, south 
ern and central school districts 
in order to get a local perspec¬ 
tive on the areas each is most 
familiar with, develop prospects 
for an overall plan, and consider 
Ducker’s suggested percentage* 
in view of the situation in their 
individual districts.

C PR Needs Resuscitation; 
Zoning Matters Discussed

“Help” was the plea CPR members brought to city council 
at its January 21 session. CPR doesn’t need more money, 
equipment or facilities, Leo Gerton told council, but the pro¬ 
gram does need more publicity and support. 


After doing well the first year, 
only 2 4 people now take the 
course, although people who take 
the course need to be recertified 
every year. The other active 
•committee members, Marilyn 
Fowler and Woody Woodruff, 
also appeared before council. 
Gerton noted that the fire depart ¬ 
ment and the recreation depart¬ 
ment members have dropped 
from the committee. He felt a 
larger committee including rep¬ 
resentatives from the fire and 
police departments and Green- 
belt Homes, Inc., was needed. 

Councilman Richard Castaldi 
felt the Greenbelt Jaycees could 
be helpful. He also suggested a 
class at rest periods during vol¬ 
leyball games or a demonstra¬ 
tion of CPR for the elderly. Ger¬ 
ton replied that only 6 Jaycees 
came to a previous CPR program 
-and noted that groups could 
.schedule special days to take the 
course. 

Councilman Thomas White 
asked about a course for instruc¬ 
tors. Although there was a prob¬ 
lem with the Heart Association, 
Fowler said a course would be 
held soon. She also noted that 
a course had been held at the 
elderly housing facility. Council¬ 
man Charles Schwan suggested 
putting information in the GHI 
newsletter. Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld mentioned putting something 
periodically in other newsletters, 
such as Greenbriar's and Wind¬ 
sor Green's.

Rezoning 

Next council considered several 
zoning matters. After discussion, 
council decided to defer consider¬ 
ation of the rezoning of 46 acres 
south of the city and Greenway 
Shopping Center. First, council 
would like to talk with the con¬ 
tract purchasers, Greenway Cen¬ 
ter Associates, and learn of their 
plans for the tract. The petition 
requests that the property be re¬ 
zoned C M (Commercial-Miscel¬ 
laneous) from R-10 (high-rise 
residential) and residential. Many 
developers have indicated that 
the construction of apartments is 
not economically feasible. Coun¬ 
cil was concerned about the wide 
range of possible uses in C-M 
zoning, including auto dealer¬ 
ships, banks, offices and building 
supply stores. 

The Advisory Planning Board 
(APB) favors the rezoning un¬ 
der certain conditions. These in¬ 
clude building height limits, a 
restriction against auto dealer¬ 
ships and a ceiling on the amount 
of development until there are 
adequate roads. 

“Hodge-podge” was the way 
council described the sectional 
map amendments for Glenn Dale- 
Seabrook Lanham Planning Area 
70 to the east of Greenbelt. Coun 
cil moved to adopt the APB re¬ 
port on the matter as its position. 
Most of the changes are from 
one commercial zone to another 
and some areas are being •re¬ 
zoned to single family detached. 
APB feels the additional com¬ 
mercial development is not need¬ 
ed along Greenbelt Road.
